want India. Fortunately, however, for 
the safety of the British Empire, Lenin's 
chances of success are negligible. The 
“Red” armies have taught the Moslems 
a lesson. They have as little regard for 
Mussulmans as they have for Christians, 
and their fierce massacres in Transcaucasia 
have roused the ire of the whole world 
of Islam. For that reason the Afghans, 
who at first welcomed the Bolsheviks as 
“saviours,”’ have turned completely 
against them, and the summary dethrone- 
ment of the Ametr of Bokhara has caused 
his colleague at Kabul to seek a rapproche- 
ment with the Government of India. So 
‘far as the Moslems are concerned, “the 
Empire has no great cause for anxiety 


ference."” The Bolsheviks, however, are 
clever scoundrels, and hate not put all 
théir-money' on one horse. ‘They are bent 
on causing trouble in the East, and, if 
India fails them, they are making pre- 
parations for a campaign in China. China 
“at present is just ripe for Bolshevism. It 
has had a-long spell of devastating civil 
war and how is in the throes of a famine. 
The arrival of Commisar Dzevaltovsky in 
Peking, therefore, is an event of some 
importance. His name apparently does. 
not sound well. in Chinese, so he has 
adopted the pseudonym of M. Yourin for 
the duration of his stay. He has ap- 
proached the Chinese Government with 
various tempting offers, and seems to have 


iany amount of money at his disposal. 


Whether or not “M. Yourin”* will be 
successful in ploughing up the Chinese 
ant-heap remains to be seen. Japan is not 
likely. to. ignore -his activities in Peking, 
because a Bolshevist China would make 
‘shart work of her schemes in Shantung 
and Manchuria. It is well, however, that 
the British people should keep their eyes 
open to the plotting which is in progress 
throughout the East, and that, they should 
‘recognise clearly that Moscow is the source 
of all the evil. In Bolshevism the British 
Empire has a bitter and relentless enemy. 
It recognises no law, and it knows no 
scruple. So long as it continues to exist 
_the Empire's interests never can be free 
from‘ danger. 


The Belfast Workers. 


The majority of the workers who were 


expelled from the Belfast shipyards during 
the recent disturbances are expected to 
return to work next Monday. This is 
the outcome of Wednesday's conference 
between the directors of Messrs. Harland 
and Wolff, Limited, and representatives 
of the various sections of the workers. 
At that conference the directors spoke 
plainly. . They pointed out that, owing 
to the expulsion, 
of the Queen’s Island were undermanned, 
and that, if this state of affairs were 
allowed to continue, it would jeopardise 
the prosperity of the concern and bring 
widespread unemployment. The workers. 
then waived one of the conditions apon 
which hitherto they had insisted. They. 
declared that an expelled worker who re- 
turned to the shipyard would not be 
asked to sign any statement concerning

If. the Public Health-Council can help to 
secure ‘such a compromise, it will put the 
whole country in its debt. 


Cheaper Motor Carts. 

Mr. Henry Ford has decided to reduce 
the price ef his motor cars-—in America-— 
to the pre-war level. The reductions range 
from about 14 per cent. for motor trueks 
and lorries to 31 per cent. for small cars. 
For example, the touring car, with starter, 
now sold at £186, will be brought down 
to £146. Considerable reductions were 
made some weeks ago in the British prices 
of Ford cars, and it is not yet known 
whether the American decision will mean 
a further “cut.” It i fairly: certain, 


important “ combine "* has announced sub- 
stantial reductions. Mr. Ford's action is 


cost of living in the United States. Clothes 
are becoming cheaper every day; during 
August there was a drop of 12 per cent. 
in the wholesale prices, of food. The 
motor trade and other Juxuxy trades are 
discharging men, and it is said that thirty 
thonsand are out of work in Detroit. With 
falling prices arid renewed ipimigration, 
there is talk of lower wages. Organised 
Labour, however, is up in arms, and in- 
dustrial trouble is possible in the near 
future. Mr. Ford does not intend to cur- 
tail his wages bills; but, with the best 
will in the world, other employers may 
not be able to follow his example. 


Eight Hundred Children. 


The horrors of war hardly could be re- 
vealed more poignantly than in a notice 
which has been issued by the League of 
Red Cross Societies at Geneva. The 
League is Searching the world for the 
parents of eight hundred children.’ In 
1918 large numbers of children were sent 
by their parents into the Ural Mountains 
from Moscow and Petrograd. They were 
in charge of teachers, but when remittances 
ceased to arrive most of these teachers 
deserted them. For months they roamed 
the woods, naked, helpless, and living on 
roots and berries. At last the kindly arm 
of the American Red Cross reached ont to 
them and brought them to Europe, by way 
of Vladivostok. . Now Geneva is trying to 
find their parents and has printed lists of 
nameg which its marvellous organisation 
is cirenlating throughout Europe, the 
United States, Canada, Egypt, and Persia.. 
It is certain that many of the parents 
were victims of the Bolshevist massacres. 
It is possible that some of the ‘survivors, 
now stranger's in strange lands, never will 
discover that their children are , alive. 
On the chance that even one of these poor 
fathers and mothers may have reached 
Ireland, we give the address at which all 
available information concerning the 
children may be had.
